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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive and no changes 
were made to the claims. 

The applicant argues that Milsted and Blumberg do not disclose presenting a sample of an umcompleted version of the work product. The 
sample is presented online to receive votes. Blumberg teaches presenting design criteria of an uncompleted version of the work product 
online to receive votes. Milsted teaches presenting a sample. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to put a sample with the design criteria in order to show materials or techniques that could be used in the final project. 

The applicant further argues against the examiner's response to the applicant's argument after the non-final concerning a need to cancel 
the production or manufacture of a product. The examiner notes that canceling is not in the claim language, and that the phases of creating 
artwork are generally indistinct. The method step of "no creation" is reasonably interpreted to mean no creation at that time in response to 
that round of votes, as opposed to a forever binding injunction. Blumberg - the decision can be voted upon UNTIL there is a large enough 
(response) - teaches a delay if the response is inadequate. This teaches no creation in response to a round of votes. 
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
